CAST NOTES 


Michael Slates . . . Willum Cubbert . .. A Bates Middle School teacher, this is 
Michael’s second show at SLT. Like Willum, he has a big heart, but he would 
find a way to get rid of Rick no matter what! He’s never had a horrible house 
guest like “The Nerd” (unless you count in-laws) and if he could be another 
character it would be Waldgrave because he’s such an S.O.B. 


Traci Quinn Duffy . . . Tansy McGinnis . . . An SLT veteran, Traci is a 
fixture on stage and off. Most recently she was assistant director for “The 
Foreigner,” and her ultimate goal is to direct (Look out, Eric!). Though Traci 
considers Tansy to be too cheerful and too neat, they both like gumption and a 
strange sense of humor in their men. She is Features Editor at THE ITEM. 


Cast Notes 


Kenneth E. Poston . . . Axel Hammond . . . Another SLT veteran, 
Ken is the resident “master carpenter” at the theatre. He doesn’t see 
many differences or similarities (???) between himself and Axel, but he 
does confess to being somewhat of a smartass. If he could be any other 
character in the play, it would be Thor. He sees Thor as an “Axel in 
training.” Unfortunately, he’s a little too tall for the part. 


David O’Brien . . . Warnock Waldgrave . . . Last seen on the SLT 
stage in “Ordinary People,” David claims to be like his character in 
that they are both bossy, impatient, and short-tempered. Unlike 
Waldgrave, however, he is a loving, caring father and kind to small 
pets and homeless waifs. David is a teacher at Sumter High School. 


Dawn Y. Moretz . . . Clelia Waldgrave . . . This is Dawn’s first major 
part in a SLT production and she’s ready to steal the spotlight! A 
teacher at Shaw Heights Elementary, she says she has never had a 
house guest like “The Nerd”. She doesn’t want one either and that is 
why she won’t give her brother directions to her house! If she could be 
another character, Dawn would be Rick because she has an affinity for 


chalk. 


Colin Jones . . . Thor Waldgrave . . . Though he is the youngest 
member of the cast, this is already Colin’s eighth play at SLT. A 
student at Alice Drive Middle School, he’s probably best remembered 
for the title role in “Oliver.” Like Thor, Colin admits to having his 
obnoxious moments, but says that Thor is much worse. If he could be 
another character he would choose Axel “because of his great one- 
liners. That is, if I wasn’t a kid.” 


Michael Duffy . . . Rick Steadman . . . By day he’s a teacher at Bates 
Middle School, but at night Michael livens up the SLT stage . . . most 
recently as the Reverend David Lee in “The Foreigner.” He’s also a 
singer/songwriter and auctioneer. Like his character Rick, Michael says 
he is loud, obnoxious, and “terminally happy” If he could choose 
another character to play it would be Willum because he gets Tansy 
(played by his real-life wife, Traci).

This 
all black cast calls for five adult males, two adult females 
and one young girl (about 12). Ages range from late 20’s to 
60’s for males and 25-40 for females.
